SJR.O. 51.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 809 
of the Constitution and in supersession of SRO- No. 109, dated 7th March, 1964, 
the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to the Class III Non-Gazetted (Chief Draughtsman, Draughtsman Gde. I, 
n. III and IV and Tracer) posts in the Department of Defence Production 
(Directorate General of Inspection), namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Depart- 
ment of Defence Production (Directorate General of Inspection) Class III Non- 
Gazetted (Chief Draughtsman, Draughtsman Gde. I, II, III and IV and Tracer)' 
posts Recruitment Rules, 1968. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from the date of their publication in 
the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the Class III Non-Gazetted (Chief 
Draughtsman, Draughtsman Gde. I, II, III and IV and Tracer) posts in the Depart-

8. Classification and scale of pay.— The classification of the said poets and the 
pes of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in Column* 1 and S of the said 
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4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications, — The method of 

recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in Columns 4 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that tho age limit specified for direct, recruitment may be relaxed in 
the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders issued, from 
time to time, by the Government of India. 

5. Disqualification.— (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall bo eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(lb) No woman, "whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any 
of the posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

0. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that It is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons.

Gazette. 

2. Application- — Thtte rules shall apply lo the Class III Non-gazetted Junior 
Scientific Assistant in the Army Ordnance Corps as specified in column 1 of the 
Schedule hereto annexed. 

3 Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of post, Its 

classification and the scale of pay attached thereto snail be as specihed m coiumns 
2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed thereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matter connected thereto shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the General orders of the Central 
Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by- 
reason of its> taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the post; and 

.(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at tile time of such marirage, shall be eligible for appointment to the post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 1 order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to' any class or 
category of persons or posts.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby mokes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Packers in the Army Ordnance Corps 
In the Ministry of Defence, namely: — 

1. 8hort title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Civilians 
In the Army Ordnance Corps Class III Recruitment, Rules, 1909. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the Class III Non-Gaxetted civilians 
in the Army Ordnance Corps specified in column l of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

8- Number of post, classification and sc alee of pay. — The number of posts, 
their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall bo as specified lb 
columns 2 to 4 of tho Schedule annexed thereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the general orders of the Central Govern- 
ment Issued from time to time, 

5. Disqualifications.— (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reasons of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the posts; and 

(lb) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shell be eligible for appointment to any of the 
posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

0, Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that It is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persona or posts.

SJl.O. 54. — The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Canton- 
ment Land Administration Rules, 1037, published with the Notification of the 
Government of India, Defence Department, No. 874, dated the 20th November 1937, 
(it; amended from time to lime), which the Central Government proposes to make 
in exercise of the powers conlerred on it by clause (a) and (b) of sub-section (2) 
of section 2b0 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), is published as required 
by. sub-section (1) of the said section for the information of all persons likely to 
bo affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
Into consideration on and after 15th March, 1969. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


Draft Rules 

1. These rules may be called the Cantonment Land Administration (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1969. 

2, In the Cantonment Land Administration Rules, 1937 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules)— 

(a) rule 26 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (l) of that rule and, in the sub- 

rule as so renumbered, the proviso shall be omitted; 

(b) after that sub-rule as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be 

inserted »3 sub-rule (2), namely: — 

“(2) A lease may also be granted under sub-rule (1) in respect of any 
site, in whole or In part, already occupied by virtue of a grant given 
on different terms, if the grantee duly surrenders and gives posses- 
sion of such site to the sanctioning authority". 

3' Rule 27 of the said rules shall be omitted- 

4. In sub-rule (1) of rule 28 of the said rules, after the words “has been duly 
confirmed", the words and figures “or where It has been decided to grant a lease 
under rule 20" shall be inserted.
